Close to Danger 


The Germans do not scare eas- 
ily. They have lived so long 
and so close to danger and threats 
that a few more do not excite 
them. But there is deep depres- 
sion about Berlin. There is rec- 
ognition that the wall which now 
separates East Berlin from that 
of the West symbolizes a division 
of Germany which will last for 
a long time to come. There was 
political separation before. But 
people passed back and forth. 
There was no human division. So 
the dream of a United Germany 
lived. 


Now there is human division. 
Germans stand on each side of 
the wall and weep. Some curse. 
Insults as well as messages are 
shouted across it. 


The highest sources are sure 
the Russians have a blueprint of 
harassment, short of war. What 
it will be none knows for sure. 
That it will include frequent in- 
terference with the right of travel 
in. and out of the city, by land 
and air, is certain. It will con- 
tain measures seeking to reduce 
Berlin from a prosperous, indus- 
trial, trading city to one of eco- 
nomic unimportance. The Soviets 
will hope slowly to erode Berlin 
until it no longer has major mean- 
ing. 


Population 


There already is concern about 
the population. Until the wall 
was built there was a daily trans- 
fusion of new blood. Some of 
the Germans who defected to the 
West elected to remain in Berlin. 
The population grew. The new- 
comers prevented it from becom- 
ing a city of middle-aged and 
older persons. Now this regular 
supply of new citizens has been 
halted. The younger persons al- 
ready are becoming restive as 
they see the wall and a. decreas- 
ing opportunity in Berlin. 


The United States will keep its 
troops there if they have to go 
it alone. There is here grave con- 
cern about the political future of 
France. That country, too, is 
sick with a slow. bleeding. 


At a press club luncheon a 
French journalist lectured me. 


‘Those American generals who 
are mixing themselves into poli- 
tics,”” he said, “‘and who go about 
making speeches about how their

learn from France. We are the; — 


only nation with a political army, 
and may God help us, since we do 
not seem able to help ourselves.” 


Much depends on our holding 
on in Berlin. If we should aban- 
don it, which we will not, then 
Khrushchev’s terrorism by bomb 
tests will frighten the smaller 
NATO nations out of that alliance. 
And this, of course, is one of his 
objectives. His chief one is to 
isolate and neutralize Germany. 
So it is that the world stands 
at one .of thtse critical points in 
history. A century from now his- 
torians will study what decisions 
now are made. They may speak 
of our time as another hundred 
years’ war.

Allen called on Atlanta voters 
to turn out Friday and reject ‘‘the 
bonds of fear’? and support “‘the 
bonds of hope and trust.”

Maddox attacked Negro leader 
Martin Luther King as well as

wingers”’ were afraid that ‘‘they’re 
going to lose control of City Hall.’’ 


Referring to the segregation is- 
sue, Allen declared, ‘‘Lester Mad- 
dox is making promises he cannot 
keep and which he knows he can- 
not keep.”

“We are right where we were 
when we started 15 weeks ago,” 
said Allen. “‘Which man can best 
lead Atlanta to greatness?”

Moscow radio declared that 
“the time is ripe for structural 
changes’”” as news was received 
here of the death of U.N. Secre- 
tary-General Dag Hammarskjold. 


The Soviet government withheld 
immediate comment on the death 
of Hammarskjold, who had been 
under attack here for what was 
said to be his pro-Western poli- 
cies. Soviet officials privately said - 
the character of the U.N. secre 
tariat now was open to fresh re- 
examination. 


It seemed obvious that Premier

MIAMI, Fla. (AP)—A hurricane 
watch was ordered Monday night 
for the Atlantic seaboard between 
Myrtle Beach, S.C., and Norfolk, 
Va.—the first time forecasters 
have named a tentative land target 
for hurricane Esther. 


Chief forecaster Gordon Dunn 
stressed there was nothing certain 
about the point of Esther’s eventu- 
al landfall. 


*‘While her eventual path cannot 
as yet be forecast with certainty, 
it should come fairly close and 
threaten the North Carolina coast 
late Tuesday,’’ Dunn said. 


‘“‘A very small westward change 


ed could bring the full force of 
the hurricane over extreme eastern 
North Carolina,” he said. 


Ordering a hurricane watch was 
not the final step in weather bu- 
reau preparation for ushering 
Esther ashore. A hurricane warn- 
ing is given when such a storm 
is close at hand. 


Meanwhile, all Atlantic Sea- 
board interests were urged to keep 
in touch with advisories on the 
progress of Esther—termed a dan- 
gerous hurricane. 


At.5 p.m. her peak winds were 
estimated at 150 miles an hour 
near the center, with hurricane- 
force winds extending 170 miles 
to the northeast and 100 miles to 
the southwest. 


Gales extended outward some 
350 miles northward and 200 miles 
to the southwest. 


Esther’s position at 5 p.m. was 
near latitude 28.8 north, longitude 
70.2 west, or about 620 statute 
miles east of Daytona_Beach. Fla., 
and 570 miles southeast of Wil- 
mington, N.C. 


The storm was forecast to move 
toward the northwest during the 
succeeding 12 hours with no im- 
portant additional acceleration to

Hammarskjold Put 
Selfless Duty First

“From. generations of soldiers and government of- 


ficials, on my father’s side 


life was more satisfactory than one of selfless service 
to your country or humanity,” U.N. Secretary General 
Dag Hammarskjold once said. 


Monday, in pursuit of that 
ideal, Dag Hjalmar Agne Carl 


Hammarskjold, born in a castle 


1905, had spent half his life in 
“selfless service’ to humanity 
and the world. 


Dag Hammarskjold was a pre- 
cocious youth who, had he chosen, 
could have lived constantly in 
the limelight. His father was 
prime minister of Sweden and his 
distinguished family had a record 
of political and public service that 
dated back to 1610. 


But instead he was a Solitary 
person, one who enjoyed writing 
poetry in his youth and reading 
it in the rare off moments he had 
as an adult. His sports too were 
solitary ones—cycling and moun- 

Growing up in the 
town of Uppsala, where his father 
was regional governor, .Harrar-: 
skjold gtudied the adv eco- 
nomic theories of Maynard 
Keynes and developéd a lifelong 
interest in the works of Goethe, 
Proust, and James Joyce. He also 
was partial to the poetry of T. S. 
Eliot. A friend who once tried to 
arrange a romance between Ham- 
marskjold and a desirable young 
woman finally gave up, comment- 
ing “apparently the girl didn’t 
like T. S. Eliot.” Hammarskjold 
never married. 


Although his father, while serv- 
ing as Swedish prime minister, 
pursued an isolationist policy that 
blocked Sweden’s entry into World 
War I and almost kept that coun- 
try out of the League of Nations, 
Hammarskjold’s thinking devel- 
opened along internationalist lines. 

Hammarskjold’s early career 
was studded with success—secre- 
tary of the Swedish Commission

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Tragic Passing of Dag Hammarskjold 


Leaves United Nations in Grave Crisis 


The tragic death of U.N. Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold has brought 
sorrow to men who love and seek peace 
and freedom that is deep arid sincere. 
He literally gave his life in the quest for 
peace. The plane crash in the Congo 
focuses attention on his immediate mis- 
sion but it causes everyone to recall his 
ceaseless, painstaking efforts to bring 
peace to the world. 


His passing leaves the future of the 
United Nations up in the air. Choosing a 
successor will: be difficult if not impos- 
sible. The Soviet Union, which last year 
launched a devastating attack on Ham- 
marskjold and the United Nations itself, 
very likely will veto any choice in the 
Security Council. 

Khrushchev has demanded that the 
single secretariat be abandoned for a 
“troika,” a three-man board made up of 
one Communist, one Westerner and one 
neutral—each with a veto. This arrange-

ment would reduce the United Nations 
to impotence, reducing it to the status of 
a debating society. In effect, it would de- 
stroy the agency’s peace-making role in 
its entirety. 

Hammarskjold’s death, however, mere- 
ly hastened the crisis by a year, when his 
successor had to be chosen anyway. But 
the tragedy now is that on the eve of this 
year’s U.N.- General Assembly, Ham- 
marskjold is dead. It- will hinder its ef- 
fectiveness in mediating the many crises 
around the world, including Berlin. 

The Soviets, who feared him, will at- 
tempt to profit by his death. They must 
not, however, be permitted to destroy the 
United Nations as a force for peace. That 
is the immediate task of the United States 
and all free nations. 

Meanwhile, seldom has a man. de- 
served more the eulogies which come to 
Dag Hammarskjold in death. As Sen. 
Mike Mansfield put it, he was in many 
respects, “the first citizen of the world.”

West German Election 
Reflects Worried Mood 


West Germany’s 85-year-old chan- 
cellor, Konrad Adenauer, may or may not 
survive his party’s losses in the Sunday 
election. He now lacks six seats in the 
Bundestag for a majority and faces de- 
mands by Willy Brandt’s Social Demo- 
crats and the Free Democratic Party to 
form a coalition government. 

Should a coalition be forced, Adenauer 
likely will resign. Should that happen, 
Germany’s future political course is at 
the most uncertain. Certainly the results 
of the election indicate considerable 
change in German public opinion which 
could affect greatly the country’s rela- 
tionships with the West. 

The Free Democrats, for instance, 
favor a final peace treaty for Germany, 
reunification and a new regional security 
arrangement outside either NATO or the 
Warsaw Pact. This very well could mean 
a neutral Germany, eventually a Com- 
munist Germany. 

Fortunately, Mayor Brandt’s party has 
a foreign policy position very similar to 
that of Chancellor Adenauer’s. This 
makes less likely the prospect for a pro-

2. That school desegregation is 
now proceeding reasonably and in 
good order—and in most cases 
voluntarily—in eight southern 
States. 

3. That this responsible and or- 
derly progress has been s0 
notable as to bring from Presi- 
dent Kennedy himself, who is 
surely not anti-civil rights, pub- 
lic congratulations to the South 
for giving to the world ‘‘a con- 
vincing demonstration of the 
a people’s respect for 
aw.” 

4. That the federal Civil Rights 
Commission, which is anything 
but. pro-Southern, has long since 
officially found that in complaints 
of discrimination not involving 
the schools—in hiring and in 
police brutality to Negroes, for 
examples—the entire South is far 
behind a mere handful of states in 
the North. 

In the face of all this,’ in the 
face of the observable fact that 
the South itself is peacefully ad- 
justing to a reversal of century- 
old habits and customs, why do 
the professional civil rightists de- 
mand more and more legislation 
openly directed only at the South? 

Do they seek progress in race 
relations? Hardly. For progress is 


now sufficient to satisfy all those, 
North or South, who are willing 
to concede that some measure of 
popular consent is necessary in a 
government resting on consent of 
the governed. 

Do they seek only fair play for 
the Negro? Hardly. For no new 
federal law is needed to stop the 
denial of jobs to Negroes—a fairly 
basic “‘civic right” itself to those 
who like to eat—in New York, in 
Michigan and elsewhere. 

Whatever it is they really want, 
what they are really doing is to go 
on inflaming this issue for pre- 
dictable political results: to use 
the Negroes and other minority 
groups in the North to drum up 
votes. If they really wish to see a 
fair settlement of this issue, 
everything they do runs against 
that wish. Everything they do 
can only prolong and embitter it. 

So, is sensibly settling the issue 
actually the~-dominant motive? 
Or is it next year’s congressional 
elections? Only those involved 
can say for certain. And it is also 
fair to observe that getting re- 
elected is a thoroughly under- 
standable and human ambition. 

All the same, there is an in- 
teresting fact. The three most vio- 
lently intolerant extremists in all 
the Senate for more and more 
civil rights legislation are all up 
for re-election in 1962—Senators 
Joseph S. Clark of Pennsylvania, 
Wayne Morse of Oregon and 
Jacob K. Javits of New York.

PARIS — The United States, 
France had warned the new Turkish government

badly received abroad. This opinion was not presented as a formal 
aide memoire but was stated more than once by high officials. 
Furthermore, Selim Sarper, Ankara’s present. foreign minister and 
a career diplomat who took no part in the 1960 coup, expressed 
similar views to the ruling military committee. 


Nevertheless the -committee 
chose to ignore this counsel, 
which may yet induce him to re- 
sign. The capital sentences ap- 
proved by the junta were carried 
out with implacable swiftness. 


This is a pity and a mistake. 
The principle of the blood vendetta 
has now been introduced into 
Turkish politics. The Turk is a 
hard man, capable of vengeance 
and there are undoubtedly 
thousands of Turks who hence- 
forth will be seeking vengeance. 
It should not be forgotten that 


almost two-fifths of the popula-. 


tion opposed the new constitution 
in a referendum. 

A foreigner, no matter how well 
disposed, cannot easily judge an 
allied nation on _ sensitive in- 
ternal questions. The executed 
leaders had been fairly tried un- 
der normal law by an impartial 
tribunal. The men executed were 
convicted under a penal article 
intended by Kemal Ataturk to 
prevent the republic’s overthrow. 


Gen. Gursel and the junta felt 
Ataturk’s democratic dream was 
being hampered by the previous 
regime. The army in Turkey, un- 
like the army in most countries, 
is by tradition an element of 
progress. Since the young Turk 
revolution of 1908 generals have 
almost uninterruptedly headed 
Turkey and helped its advance. 

Gen. Gursel told me earlier 
this year: “Henri Bergson is the 
foundation of my political think- 


“ 


ing because Bergson accepts lib- 
erty as an indissoluble part of 
life . . . Our philosophic objective 
was to install an authentic de- 
mocracy and to order the pattern 
of our life in a democratic way.” 

The executions make this more 
difficult. It is not the fault of 
the high court, which announced 
sentences on the basis of law, but 
of the junta, which failed to 
temper justice with mercy. It will 
be a long time before the result- 
ing bitterness is erased. 

Turkey’s foreign allies are em- 
barrassed. Whatever its faults, 
the defunct government was a 
loyal member of NATO, which 
expounds democracy. Yet now 
some of these NATO advocates 
are executed for seeking to 
destroy democracy.

In Lincoln’s time, the professors 
said, the total issue was one of 
slavery or freedom. And Mr. Lin- 
coln, in those two years before his 
election to the presidency, refused 
to speak on any other issue. 


Lincoln, who was really a Whig, 
had firm convictions on many 
matters of domestic and foreign 
policy, but he refused to be dis- 
tracted from what he called the 
‘big question.” 

These professors suggested that, 
in the world of 1960, there was 
only one question—would commu- 
nism dominate the earth or wouid 
freedom triumph? 

The Republican committee re- 
fused to adopt a policy of anti- 
communism as the central theme 
of its report to the President. 
This may have been because the 
anti anti-Communists have, in 
recent years, been extremely suc- 
cessful in their campaigns of de- 
rision and vilification directed at 
all sincere anti-Communists. The 
events of 1961 tend to support the 
wisdom of those two professors. 

The great debates in the Con- 
gress of this session are all rela- 
tively insignificant when com- 
pared to this struggle for world 
domination. Does it matter what 
kind of a farm program we adopt, 
if the communists are going to 
conquer the world? Does it really 
make any difference whether we 
have federal aid to education, 
or not, if Mr. Khrushchev is go- 
ing to become the world dictator? 
Who will care what the people of 
Newburgh, N.Y., decided about 
their attitude toward relief, when 
the Kremlin controls the world? 

Since the end of World War II, 
the free peoples of this earth 


_have been pushed and prodded, 


, were of 


lured and maneuvered into a 
position on the edge of a preci- 
pice. Below us is the bottomless 
pit of slavery under world. com- 
munism; behind us we are plagued 
by our own failures and our short- 
sightedness, and all the petty dif- 
ferences of opinion which have 
so distracted us as to prevent 
our facing the real enemy. 


Every action of government, 
every judgment we make, should 
be measured against a single 
criteria—will. what we are con- 
sidering strengthen communism 
or strengthen freedom? 


There is no time for experi- 
mentation. We cannot afford to 
hopefully undertake any strategy 
which does not definitely promise 
to increase our strength and di- 
minish Khrushchev’s strength. 

Some of our public officials hes- 
itate to halt the shipment of cer- 
tain supplies to the Communist 
world for fear of heightening 
world tensions. How could the 
tempo of hate be increased? Self- 
preservation demands that we 
halt the shipment of synthetic 
rubber, rail equipment, coal tar 
products, carbon black, pipe, in- 
dustrial chemicals and every oth- 
er material which can be used 
to build up the Communist mili- 
tary potential. 

In the three weeks following 
President Kennedy's address to 
the nation on the Berlin crisis, 
we shipped $6,278,566 worth of 
ball bearings, machine parts and 
other items to the countries be- 
hind the Iron Curtan. If we halt 
such shipments, Mr. Khrushchev 
may pound both shoes, but he 
won't have the ball bearings, ma- 
chine parts, etc., to strengthen 
his war machine.

Every day, 
he said, the British military au- 
thorities would send in the lists 
of the dead, and the hotel would 
go down and find the personal 
belongings that the dead offi- 
cer had left in storage and 
send them on:to the authori- 
ties. 

Not all this baggage had been 
sent when the hotel was burned, 
and all that was left was de- 
stroyed. But that was the last

When Jesus Christ taught that the way of eternal life was narrow, He 
did not mean that life is circumscribed by little dimensions. Narrowness in the 
sense He used it meant that there was not enough room for undisciplined

Life needs breadth in_ its 
friendship, in sympathies, in- 
love that surpasses the contem- 
porary standards. Said an In- 
dian chieftain, ‘‘Never pass

knowledge of what lies ahead, in 
the wake of a numbing tragedy 
in the wilds of central Africa. 


If the U. N. is to continue its 
role as peacemaker in the many 
and varied explosions of a tur- 
bulent space-age world, it must 
have the authority to act in emer- 
gencies. The attack of the Soviet 
Union and the Communist world 
on the U. N. structure has been 
aimed at destroying the power of 
the U. N. to act, and this attack 
has been centered on Hammar- 
skjold. 


The big question is this: Was 
Dag Hammarskjold the last chief 
executive the U. N. would have 
who could act swiftly to quench 
the flames which endanger peace 
around the world? 


In order to produce a successor 
as secretary general, the Security 
Council must present a nomina- 
tion to the General Assembly. 
There is little chance that the 
West and the Russians will be able 
to agree on a single nominee, and 
each side has veto power. 


The Russians probably will push 
once again for their ‘‘troika’”’ plan 
—a three-man board instead of a 
secretary general. The board, with 
built-in veto power, would include 
a Communist, a Westerner and a 
representative of the so-called neu- 
tral world. 


Effectively, that would paralyze 
the U. N.’s ability to take action 
in time of danger. The U. N. then 
would become little more than a 
debating society in the manner of 
the League of, Nations, which was 
powerless to act in events lead- 
ing up to World War II. 


CRISIS ADVANCES 


There would have been a crisis 
in this respect in any event next 
vear. Hammarskjold’s death ad- 
vances it a full year. His term 
was to end in April, 1963, which 
meant that the 1962 General As- 
sembly session would have had to 
act on a successor. Lines of battle 
alteady had been drawn. 


The Soviet bloc, headed in per- 
son by Premier Khrushchev, 
mounted a violent offensive just 
a year ago in New York at the 
15th session, designed to oust 
Hammarskjold. The Russians had 
sistained a sharp political setback 
in the Congo and had blamed 
Hammarskjold for it. 


Khrushchev did not push his 
troika plan to a vote, possibly be- 
cause he realized he would not 
have had sufficient support for it 
at that time.

ried not Hammarskjold but Lord 
Lansdowne, British undersecre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs. 
Tshombe saw only Rhodesian and 
British officials here and headed 
north by automobile in midmorn- 
ing Monday. 


Hammarskjold’s body and those 
of the 12 other victims were taken 
to the Ndola Hospital Mortuary. 


Hammarskjold was flying to 
this border copper-belt town 
for talks with President Moise 
Tshombe of Katanga Province. 
For the last week the United Na- 
tions has been trying to bring Ka- 
tanga under control of. the central 
Congo government. Tshombe’s 
forces have been fighting back, in- 
flicting severe casualties on U.N. 
forces from several nations. 


A U.N. spokesman said he could 
not definitely rule out sabotage or 
shooting as the cause of the crash 
of the plane—a four-engine DC6B.

Because of this, the officials 
said, Ndola airport did not know 
the route the plane was taking 
and assumed it had put down at 
some airfield along the route.

Interviewed yesterday on her 
far-reaching idea and plan, Mrs. 
Martin recalled what happened 
after she asked herself about 
the good-neighbor policy. 


PLAN BEGUN 


“I called my nearest neigh- 
bor, Mrs. James. M. Hogue, on 
Peachtree Battle Avenue and we 


began a plan which we thought 


could well be used in every 
neighborhood. 


“We adopted what we called 
a running plan. We decided to 
keep our supplies up to date, 
say for two months. As soon as 
foods were used they would be 
replaced. We would continue to 
replace our needed supplies ev- 
ery two months.” 


Mrs. Hogue with two children 
was a real ‘“‘target’’ for Mrs. 
Martin. She stocked her pantry 
with baby food, with canned 
foods, candles, first-aid kits and 
even toys for the Hogue chil- 
dren. (At that time son Hunter 
was 6 and his sister Edith was 
6 months old. ) 


And by the same token of 
good-neighbor policy Mrs. Hogue 
stocked her pantry with food 
supplies for Mr. and Mrs. Mar- 
fin. (Mr. Martin died in 1955. ) 


But that wasn’t all. Both Mrs. 
Martin and Mrs. Hogue pre- 
pared a home shelter—in their 
basements — in line with re- 
quirements set up by the Civil 
Defense authorities. The food 
and other supplies also were 
those prescribed by the CD. 


PEOPLE TALKING 


All around the neighborhood 
—sections near Bohler Road, 
which runs between Peachtree 
Battle and West Wesley — the 
people began talking about’ the 
ee Plan for Neigh- 

mn” 


All this was going on under 
Federal ‘Civil ‘Defense Adminis- 
tration setups with family de- 
fense heading the list for prep- 
aration from enemy attack. It 
was pointed out that “civil de- 
fense is a coequal partner” of 
the military forces.

jinx. 

Belgians carved themselves 
out of the Netherlands by rev- 
olution in 1830 and in 1831 won 
recognition of their independ- 
ence. 


They wrote a_ constitution 
which became a model for 


‘much of Europe and then elect- 


ed themselves a king. 


NEW POPULARITY

Mrs. Forrest E. Kibler will head a feminine delegation of 
members of the Centennial Hall of Fame committee responsible 
for selecting the markers memorializing Georgia soldiers who 
died on the two battlefields.

King Baudouin’s marriage 
last December to the gentle 
Fabiola of Spain gave the Bel- 
gians a queen for the first time 
in a quarter century, and the 
royal family is enjoying a new 
popularity. 

King Albert, grandnephew of 
the first King Leopold, a na- 
tional hero through the common 
sufferings of World War I, was 
killed in a mountaineering acci- 
dent in 1934, 


His son, Leopold III, succeed- 
ed to the throne. A little over a 
year later, only two months 
after the birth of their child, his 
beloved queen, Astrid, was 
thrown from the king’s sports 
car as it ran off a Swiss road 
and died in his arms. 


Leopold remained to lead his 
nation’s defense against invad- 
ing Nazis in 1940, and was him- 
self in German custody through 
the war. 


But his countrymen never 
forgave his order that they sur- 
render. And his popularity had 
been further undermined by 
his 1941 marriage to a com- 
moner on whom he conferred 
the title Princess Liliane de 
Rethy. 

FORCED ABDICATION 

His abdication was forced by 
a national referendum in 1950, 
and his son Baudouin, a shy, 
quiet youth, became king. 

Baudouin himself was viewed 
touchily by his subjects. 

Thev criticized him in 1953 
for vacationing on the Riviera 
while Belgium was ravaged by 
floods. He was again viewed 
with disfavor when he permitted 
his younger brother, Albert, to 
marry before him.

17-piece orchestra 


The campaign for the Atlanta 
Association for Retarded Chil- 
dren appears to have failed. 
Its house-to-house canvass 
which last year netted $47,000, 
this year has brought in $17,000 
to date. Workers will continue 
to call on homes through to- 
night, 


Why has it faltered this year? 
There are a variety of reasons. 
The drive was launched on Sep- 
tember 5, a day after a holiday, 
at the opening moments of 
school. The campaign was not 
fully publicized. Nevertheless, 
its workers called on homes in 
the Atlanta area and gleaned 
only $17,000 for Fairhaven 
School for Retarded Children. 


What does this say? That we 
are indifferent, or that we be- 
lieve this institution is not the 
responsibility of private, charit- 
able contributors? 


Fairhaven School is accred- 
ited. It has 125 to 165 boys and 
girls enrolled in 14 classes, a 
drop in the bucket compared to 
the estimated 8,000 retarded 
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youngsters in our city. (Three 
out of each hundred babies are 


born with blurred intelligence.) - 


Fairhaven had hoped to grow. 
It had set a budget of $150,000, 
so it might expand. Now it 
surely must curtail its teach- 
ing. 


Bobby Dodd has been a 
mighty man at Fairhaven. He 
has led its campaigns. The 
Bobby Dodd Sheltered Work- 
shop, the only workshop for 
young retarded men and women 
in Georgia, opened a year ago to 
give employment to 56 young 
persons. They work there every 
day sewing, stuffing envelopes, 
sorting nuts and bolts, repair- 
ing soft drink crates. Seven- 
teen have been placed in outside 
employment. The Atlanta Asso- 
ciation for the Retarded Chil- 
dren sponsors both Fairhaven 
and the Workshop, which spe- 
cifically benefits from the An- 
nual Preview Intersquad foot- 
ball game at Tech. 


The school itself had 12 
teachers last year. Now it has 
eight. If money is not forth- 
coming, these eight may go. 


What will happen to their pu- 
pils? No public school system 
provides classrooms for them. 
In most cases, their parents 
both work, and in many others, 
mothers try to handle their 
loads alone. 


If Fairhaven School closes, all 
mothers of these children will 
have to stop outside work and 
care for them. Many will have 
to apply for welfare. Their chil- 
dren will not be taught. When 
the parents finally die, these 
stunted citizens must still be 
supported, most of them in insti- 
tutions for the feeble of mind. 


Where are our rugged indi- 
vidualists who assert we 
‘“‘should take care of our own?” 
This is not somebody else’s busi- 
ness. It is ours. What shall we 
do about it?

Planning and concentrated ef-| 
forts had almost closed the trade 
gap between Italy and the United 
States by 1959, but the picture 
dractically changed in 1960, when 
U.S. exports to Italy rose 69 per 
cent, and U.S. imports from Italy 
rose only one per cent.

Bear Bryant, who has batted below .500 in only one of 16 
seasons as a head coach, is armed with a hard-nosed team and 
a so-so schedule. During the three-term rebuilding campaign, 
Alabama visited two bowls and the Tide is the best bet to go 
all the way this outing. 


The first three foes, Georgia, Tulane and Vandy, have been 
elected to the second division in assorted pre-season polls. So has 
Miss. State. Tennessee, Georgia Tech and Auburn are the tall 
hurdles and the Tide should be rested before each engagement. 
N.C. State, Houston and Richmond are the non-league opponents. 


So check Alabama as the championship choice. 
—LSU And Ole Miss for Place and Show 


On the topic of schedules, Ole Miss is again a heavyweight fight- 
ing out of its division most of the time. LSU and Tennessee are the 
only foes listed in the pre-season upper bracket, but Kentucky may 
prove a worthy opponent in the second game of the year in Lexing- 
ton. Non-league Arkansas may take some of the sting out of the Rebs 
in the opener. 


If Alabama falters along the way, the Ole Miss-LSU game in 
Baton Rouge on Nov. 4 could settle the issue. 


Paul Dietzel has had uncanny success in defensing Ole Miss in 
regular-season competition. Though the Rebs scored three touch- 
downs on LSU in the Sugar Bowl, they haven’t crossed the Bengal 
goal in the last three scheduled games. 


Over a three-season span, LSU boasts the outstanding de- 
fensive chart in. the league. The Bengals yielded only 50 points 
last year, lowest in the nation. LSU has speed, experience and 
depth. The Bengals also will play five of six league games in 
Baton Rouge. Tech, Kentucky, Florida and Ole Miss are major 
stumbling blocks. 


In a photo finish, LSU is our choice over Ole Miss for second 
place. Picking the Rebs to land as low as third admittedly is risky. 


Tennessee, Auburn and Georgia Tech round out the top six. 
They're saying in Knoxville that this could be THE year for the Vols. 
Bowden Wyatt, who isn’t noted for venturing out on limbs, admits he 
has a ‘“‘good”’ football team. Always rough on defense, the Vols have 
strong striking power. They’re bigger and better. Auburn, Alabama, 
Tech, Ole Miss and Kentucky are tough family foes. Tulsa and Chat- 
tanooga afford rest periods. Tennessee is the pick for the No. 4 spot. 


Auburn has the best crop of young running backs in the circuit. 
As always, the Plainsmen have burly citizens up front. Auburn 
hasn’t lost more than three games in any of the last eight cam- 
paigns. Unable to score a TD in two shots at Tennéssee, Auburn 
could be the surprise team, provided the men from the Plain can 
surprise Tennessee and Alabama. A clear bill from the NCAA should 
add incentive, but insert Auburn in fifth place. 


—Kentucky Is the Longshot Special 


Georgia Tech should have one of the best teams in the confer- 
ence. The Engineers do have the roughest schedule. The SEC docket 
is no tougher than some other brethren, but Tech picked Southern 
Cal, Rice and Duke as outside “breathers.”’ It’s difficult to conceive 
that Tech will soar higher than sixth. 


As mentioned previously, Kentucky is our longshot special. If the 
Wildcats get out of the gate against Miami next Saturday, look out. 
This is a team with vast potential, a loser only once in the last seven 
games last year. 


Ray Graves stunned everyone at Florida last year, but if the 
Gators repeat their success, the chief Gator will be astonished. 
Of 40 line candidates, only 10 are experienced, a handicap a 
bright backfield may not be able to overcome. At any rate, 
mark the Gators eighth.

An aggressive attitude had to 
be adopted by North and South in 
the bidding due to the part-score 
situation.

West opened the ten of hearts. 
The dummy covered with the king 
and East cashed the ace-queen 
of hearts and continued with the 
jack, South ruffing. Declarer 
could not afford to attack trumps 
without first dislodging the ace of 
diamonds, so he led the king and 
East was in. East selected the 
best defense when he returned a 
fourth round of hearts. South dis- 
carded a club and ruffed in dum- 
my but the indiscriminate choice 
of card to ruff which cost him 
the contract. He carelessly 
trumped with the four of spades. 
He then cashed the king, felling 
West’s queen. When the nine of 
spades was led, East played low 
and declarer was “‘stuck”’ in dum- 
my.

It would have availed declarer 
nothing at this point to attempt 
exit from dummy by means of a 
club, for East would rise with the 
ace and another heart lead would 
establish a trump trick for him.
